The Doukhobor women have been

No longer do they sweat in the fields 
of Canada instead of horses. Kven as 
their men are ceasing to be the wild 
wanderers and fanatical spirit-wreat- 
lers they were when they appeared 


ti... new world’s environments have 
drawn the women back from the brute 
level, to which they had been degrad- 
ed, to the home, with its cooking, ite 
spinning and its weaving — old-tine 
tasks, it is true, but tasks adjusted to 
their strength. 

The melting pot of this western 
world has recast even the Doukhobors, 
The colony boasts of a substantial 
schooltiouse, Doukhobor teachers were 
educated in the schools and returned 
to impart the knowledge to their tel- 
low-colonists. 

Ridicuied by Canada the Doukho-. 
bors’ pilgrimages in the dead of win- 
ter, through snow-covered roads to 
meet their “Christ,” made them the 
laughing stock of the country.
